Argentine Causes a Great Roar With 
an Order Raising Duties on 
American Gocds.

sald yesterday: 

“This news is so sudden we hardly 
know which way to turn. We do not 
know if Argentine is tu apply the 
hibftive tariff to European and Aus- 
iralian »xports, although we believe 
not. We will ask Secretary Root to di- 
rect the American Mirister at Buenos 
— to intervene. 

thie prohibitive tariff goes into 
omecPit will be a heavy blow td Amer- 
jcan manufacturers. More than a 
thourand carloads of machinery are 
shipped every year from this country 
to Argentina, but there ts, little profit 
n the trade. The profitable end of the 
usiness is in the export to Argentina 
of spare parts used for repairing, on 
which duty has averaged less than 
twenty-five per leviel on ma- 
chinery per.

HERRICK IS 
_ NOT STRAIGHT. 


INDIANA GOVERNOR SAYS NEW 
AUDITOR 18 NECESSARY. 


Official is Apparently Short for a 
Very Large Amount, Which He 
Used in Speculation to Increase His 
Own Pursee—New Man Chosen to 


Fill the Vacancy. 


(RV THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.al } 
INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.) Sept. 14.— 
Alleging that David E. Sherrick, Audi- 
tor of the State, is guilty of “a plain 
and inexcusable violation of the law, 
and gross betrayal of public trust,” in 
ijthat he invested funds belon to 
the State in private affairs, to the 
steel of about $145,000, Governor 
today issued an executive order 
in which he took cogfhizance of a va- 
cancy tm the office, and appointed 
Warren Bigeler of Wabash as his suc- 
cessor. 
This in effect amounts to a removal 
from office of Sherrick by the Govenor, 
though the official statement is not 
made that way. The Governor gave 
Sherrick until noon today to make his 
settlement. This was not done and 
‘the Governor, after having asked for 
Sherrick’s resignation three times, ef- 
fected the removal. Sherrick has not 
been arrested as yet and in his state- 
ment Governor Hanly did not say that 
such action was contemplated. Mr. 
Sherrick could not be seen at noon to- 
day. In a formal statement issued 
relative to the matter, the Governor 
pays he has investigated the condi- 
tions in the Auditor's office since the 
last of August, having received in- 
formation that Sherrick had not made 
the July settlement for the State's 
funds. which had accumulated from 
January 1 to July 1, 1905. He immedi- 
ately asked for a settlement which 
was made. 
This amount was about $235,000. In 
addition to this amount the Auditor 
in his statement to the Governor ad- 
mitted that he was a that time 
chargeable with State funds paid in 
since the July settlement, amounting 
to $145,197.80, for which he @iled a 
schedule, enumerating the assets he 
had to meet this amount which he 
owed to the State. These items in- 
clude notes, stocks and _ securities 
amounting to $152.883.33, of which, ac- 
cording to the Governor's letter, only 
$35,555.01 could be realized on. 
At the time his analysis of the 
assets submitted by Sherrick was made, 
the Governor formally requested Sher- 
rick to resign. The resignation was 
not forthcoming. The Governor re- 
quested that Sherrick turn over to John 
Reetl, the settlement clerk in the 
Auditer's office, the securities 
enumerated, and this was done. The 
Governor aleo demanded that settie- 
ment to the extent of $145,197.85 be 
made with the State by noon today, 
and, on being advised by “persons 
whom he thought to be in a position 
te know” that the settlement, could 
not be made, he again sent a message, 
this time verbal, requesting Sherrick 
to resign. At hoon the request had 
not been complied with and it was re- 
peated. Again, not being complied 
with, the Governor entered an execu- 
tive order finding the existence of a 
vacancy and appointing Bigeler.

Foining of Los Angeles City and — 
County by the Fall of 1907—Suc- 
cess Calls foc Prompt Action. 


HE consolidation ef the city and 
county governments may be accom- 
plished by the fal) of the year 1907, 
That is the opinion of the City At- 
torney’s office,

Consolidation here, it is admitted, isa 
vastly more difficult undertaking then 
that which the northerners had to 
solve. 

Here we have an imménse territory, 
some of which, many think, will be 
neither useful nor desirable. If we do 
not want it some provision must be 
made for it. Then there are many 
towns to be joined together. Some are 
incorporated, and some are under 
county control. Statutes that apoly 
to the admission of one do not apply 
to another. 

But the problem can be solved, and 
that at an wunexpectedily early date, 
provided proper steps are taken at 


once.

“At the next session of the Legis- 
lature in 1907 a bill could be passed 
authorizing the creation of new coun- 
ties out of the portions of existing 
Leos Angeles county which head not 
been consolidated by the elections re- 
ferred to, or providing that portions 
should be annexed to adjoining .coun- 
ties, as for example Kern or Ventura. 
In any event, the disposition of out- 
side territory could be provided for 
either by special or general acts by the 
Legisiature at the next session. 

“The State constitution provides for 
the consolidation of city and county 
governments with one set of officers, 
but no general law seems to have 
been passed by the Legislature as yet 
for carrying this constitutional pre- 
vision into effect. 

“It is believed, therefore, that the 
Legislature at ite néxt session would 
pass such a law, and that the govern- 
mént of enlarged municipalities could 
be provided for by the Legislature 
under this constitutional provision. 

“If, however, this plan is not prace 
ticable from a legal standpoint, by rea- 
gon of the complications that might 
arise, recourse could then be had, 
probably. to a constitutional amend+ 
ment which would empower the Legis- 
}lature to pass laws to fit the case. 

“But it would seem that under the 
constitutional laws as they are now, 
the plan outlined is capable of being 
worked out. 

“If there is no opposition fo the con- 
solidation and the preliminary stene 
looking: to the annexation of surround- 
ing territory are taken at once, it 
would be possible to haye the contoll- 
dation compbléted by the fall of 1907.” 

GOOD NEWS TO FRIENDS. 
| ‘That consolidation can be completed 
at such an early date will be good 
news to all who are interested In the 
working out of this big undertaking. 

Many of the staunchest friends of 
the movement had not dared to hope 
for the consummation of the pPoject 
in anything like so short a time.

“Your Board of Public Worcs witli 
find its time fully occupied in dte- 
charging its other duties withor de- 
voting any time to the construcion uf 
that big conduit which is to bring thr 
alley Water here.

Milllions of dollars that otherwise w

“The Board of Public Works will 
have itg hands full with caring for the 
streets and supervising bullding con- 
struction. To require the three mem- 
bers to build that conduit is ply 
swamping them with work. . 

“Construction work is right In the 
Iihe of the duties of the Water Board 
and the water department. I hope to 
see the details of building that conduit 
turmed over to the water department.” 

City Attorney Mathews shares with 
em-Mayor Eaton the idea that the 
water department should build the 
Owens River conduit. Realizing that 
this is impossible under the present 
State statutes, Mr. Mathews is an ad- 
vocate of a new statute which will 
place the bond money at the cme:

The bonds were voted, but eastern 
‘bond experts have raised a question 
as to their legality that has effectually 
blocked their sale. * 

The result of this contretemps has 
been to delay the building of school 
houses for at least a year. Now the 
membérs of the Board of Education 
ask that the city shall advocate an 
amendment to the State charter 
which will permit the Board of Edn- 
cation to handlé school bond money.

EX-INFIRMARY PATIENT WANTS 
HIS STOLEN CASH. 


All Hig Wealth Disappeared from 
Hospital in the Night, and Also 
There Faded from View Forever an 
Attendant Who Knew More Than > 
Was Good for the Patient. 


’ James Connor was tended and cared 
for. by the Sisters at the Los An- 
geles Infirmary last March, when he 
was badly injured in an accident. As 
seon as be could get about he began 
suit against the Sisters to recover 
3.36, and thereby hangs an odd little 
story of qa man's exceeding carefulnesy 
proving his own undoing. 

The sult came to trial before Jus- 

tice Pierce yesterday, and Connor on 
the witness stand a story 
that was filled in by the testimony of 
the two Sisters who appeared to tes- 
tify. 
Connor had been employed by the 
Pacifis Electric Railway Company, 
and last March met with a severe 
aceident. He was téeken to the Les 
Angeles Infirmary, where an sattend- 
ant named_Quinian laid him upon the 
cperating table and undressed him. 
In his lets were a goid watch and 
ebout in cash, and in a chamotls 
belt worn pext to the skin were hid- 
den away $235 and a number of val- 
vable papers. Quinlan took the 
leather belt and threw it on the floor 
with the man’s clothing, but Connor, 
though suffering much pain, whis- 
pes “I want you to give me that 
elt.” 

Quinian replied that if it éontiined 
anything Valuable it would have to 
be handed over to the Sisters for safe 
keeping; but Connor was insistent. 
Quinlan was cbhdurate. 

A man Pamed Clark had accompa- 
nied Connor to the infirmary, and to 
him Connor appealed. He told his 
friend he wanted him tc take charge 
of the belt, and thereupon 
picked up the chamois receptacle and 
vrapped it in a newspaper, then 
stepped outside the room and hand- 
ed it with a pocketbook and the 
watch to Sister Catherine. 

This Sister stated that she took 
the articles in charge and put the 
watch and pocketbook in the safe, 
tut not imagining that any particular 
value attached to “an ol leather 
belt" (as f& had been referred to b 
Clark.) deposited that article wit 
Cennor’s clothing in a locker in the 
public hall, which was locked and the 
key placed in a table drawer close 
to Connor’s bedside. 

That night the attendant, Quin-' 
lan took French leave of the Sisters 
and disappeared from the place, He 
has never teen heard of since. In the 
r inquired as to what 
had been done with his belt, and a 
visit was meade to the locker in or- 
der to satisfy the sick man that it 


rified and the belt waa gone. When 
pone wd was told he became very much 
ex 


“My Godt” he exclaimed over and 
over again. “I'm a ruined man!” 

He explained to the Sisters that his 
money had been taken, and that he 
must go away at once, 4s now he had 
not money enough to pay for treat- 
ment.

USSIA’S FUTURE. 

Notwithstanding all the hard luck 
she bas had in the field during the late 
disastrous war, and despite the domes- 
tie turmoil] which has existed within 
the empire’s borders, the ‘ture of 
Russia at this moment is brilliant with 
promise, It is but a few days since 
the peace of Portsmouth wag happily 
concluded, yet the whole world is 
awake to the fact that the Muscovite 
has already put his hand to the work 
of repair and upliftment with his 
characteristic optimism and buoyancy 

of spirit. 

Charlies R. Flint, a prominent New 
York man of affairs, has but recently 
returned from Russia where he 
mingled largely among the people and 
was even received in audience by the 
Czar. Mr. Flint came away with glow- 
ing opinions of Russia's future, and 
had the following to say to the news- 
paper reporters who interviewed him: 

“I feel confident now -thaf peace is 
assured that Russia is about to enter 
upon a period of great industrial activ- 
ity and I am satisfied that her policy is 
to encourage Americans to take part in 
the development of her enormous 
natural resources, comparable with 
those of the United States. Russia 
will undoubtedly reduce the duties on 
American products, which will prob- 
ably be the first step in that direction. 

“She recognizes that her industria) 
and agricultural! conditions are 
practically the same as ours were 
twenty-five to fifty years ago, while 
differing from those of France, Ger- 
many, England, and the other densely 


populated countries of Europe; that 
there are as good reasons tu adopt 
‘'} American methods in industry and 


agriculture as there were for her to 
adopt our system of railway construc- 
tion and equipment; that there is no 
way in which she can give such an im- 
petus to industry in Russiaas by inter- 
esting Americans to inaugurate there 
the methods which have developed 
under similar conditions the greates;, 
prosperity ever known,” 

Aside from the traditiona] friend- 
ship that Russia entertains for the 
United States—now fortunately re- 
stored—she has other reasons to look 
to us for assistance in the industrial 
development of the empire. She as- 

to Americans the task of build- 
ing the railroads she now has, of equip- 
ping them with locomotives and roll- 
ing stock, and of, undertaking their 
preliminary operations. The result 
was highly satisfactory to Russia and 
immensely profitable to ws. Conse- 
quently the Russians have faith in 
American ability and confidence in 
American integrity. And now, as this 
new great industrial march is about to 
begin, it is with us that Russia pur- 
poses to do business. She will § be 
worth more to us in a year than Japan 
will be worth to England in a score of 


years. 

Let us not forget that the possfbill- 
ties of Russia are far greater than those 
of any other nation on the face of the 


jearth. Her territory comprises more 


than one-seventh of the total land sur- 
face of the glabe—an area of nearly 
9,000,000 square miles. She is rich in 
mighty forests, 26 per cent. of the land 
of European Russia alone is arable, 


lfine with orchards, meadows and 


pastures, fields of grain, tobacco, hops 
and flax. Unnumbered herds of cattle 
roam her steppes. She is rich in 
precious minerals, gold, silver, inc, 
copper, platinum and lead All she 
needs is modern machinery, and she 
will need millions upon millions of 
dollars worth of it, for years to come. 
And there can now be no question that 
it is the United States that will supply 
it. ij 

With the establishment of a repre- 
sentative assembly, a broader anda 
more liberal form of government, bet- 
ter times and widespread prosperity, 
no better outlook could be imagined 
than Russia's outlook of today. And 
im the same let us rejoice as one old 
friend should rejoice with another. . 


HO OWNS CHICAGO? 

Alderman James C. Patters of 
Chicago died a few days ago. His 
funeral was held on Wednesday. The 
Mayor of Chicago and members of his 
official family attended the funeral, as 
a matter of course, out of deference to 
the memory of their deceased asso- 
ciate. Their carriages were drawn up 
in front of the City Hall, preparatory to 
departure for the scene of the “last sad 
rites.” when a walking delegate put in 
at’ appearance and made the startling 
Mscovery that not all of the drivers of 
the carriages which were to follow the 
dead Alderman to the graye wore the 
union button--the badge of slavery 
and self-abasement. 

Perhaps it is hardly necegsary to say 
that such a discovery, in Chicago, 
meant trouble—trouble for the sub- 
servient Mayor and trouble for all of 
his cringing associates. It is quite 
true that the Mayor and his elective

associates were chosen to represent all 


sanctity of death, as past experiences 
had fully demonstrated. And so the

That a scene so disgraceful could 
occur, even in Chicago—a city no- 
toriously under the domination of un- 
scrupulous unionism—is ai disgrace 
and a reproach to Anjerican citizen- 
ship. Have matters come to such a 
pass that trades unionists own the city 
of Chicago and its public officials? 
Cannot even an Alderman of the city 
be buried unless the union gives its 
consent and all the participants in the 
obsequies wear the union collar? 

No city that deserves the boon of 
industrial freedom will submit to in- 
dustrial bondage so humiliating. It is 
Chicago’s own fault that its city of- 
ficials, as well as its leading industries, 
are at the mercy of the walking dele- 
gate. 

Of course these unions had no right, 
either human or divine, to demand that 
all the carriages in the procession 
should be driven by members of the 
union. Such a demand was unspeak- 
ably preposterous on its face. The 
mere banding together of men into 
unions gives them no right to 
monopolize all the work that is to be 
performed. It confers upon them, in 
fact, no rights whatever which are 
denied to other men not banded to- 
gether. The only basis for the 
monopolistic demands of unionism is 
the implied threat that if these de- 
mands be not complied with, de- 
structive, unlawful, coercive un 
just power of concerted action will 
invoked to injure, and if possible

method which trades-unionism almost 
invariably employs for the attainment 
of its objects. In order to accomplish 
its purposes, no expedient is too con- 
temptible and mean to be used if it 
give the least promise of success.

W. Z. Ripley. in the current num- 
ber of the Atlantic Monthly, discus- 
sing the subject of railway rate legis- 
lation at the coming session of Con- 
gress, says:

lems of the country will 
unless the forthcoming legislation is 
more comprehensive than this. And it 
surely will not be, in view of the de- 
termined opposition of the distin- 
guished railway counsel which coh- 
stitutes the Senate of the United 
States, unless the people carefully ana- 
lyze the problem, and support the 
President in a demand for its solution 
in the right way.” 

It ie very generally conceded that 
the prospects for the “comprehensive 
legislation” which Mr. Ripley men- 
tions are not at all favorable. The op- 
position to any such legislation is 
thoroughly organized. It has been at 
work in the most covert manner, as 
well as openly (where openness would 
best serve its purpose) for many 
months. Perhaps all this work was 
really unnecessary, for all that the 
opposition needs to accomplish in 
order to carry its point could prob- 
ably be accomplished through “the 
distinguished raliway counsel which 
constitutes the Senate of the United 
States,” and doubtless the railway in- 
terests’ will accomplish, through that 
medium, practically all they wish to 
accomplish. This will be the defeat of 
all practical or important rate legisla- 


The Senate may confidently be relied 
upon, without much doubt, to do the 
bidding of the railway interests, no 
matter to what extent those interests 
may conflict with the interests of the 
public. It is a deplorable fact, but a 
fact that is not to be gainasid, that 
the Senate of the United States no 
longer represents the people of the 
United States. For some years past it 
has persistently blocked legislation on 
many important questions in which 
the people were directly and vitally 
interested, like the pure food bill, for 
example. At the last Congressional 
session the Sénate doggedly stood 
across the path, refusing to allow any 
rate legislation to pass. That it will 
place itself more firmly than ever 
against railway rate legislation at the 
coming session seems to be a foregone 
conclusion. |

Jewish Homeseekers. > 

Although the seventh congress of the 
Zionist movement recently held in 
Switzerland has decided that by the 
legal terms of its foundatiow arfd en- 
dowment its scheme must bé confined 
to Palestine, and that, theréfore, the 
offer of a tract in British East Africa 
for the foundation of a Jewish colony 
must be declined, an influential body 
of Jews, headed by Israel ngwill, 
the author, has resolved to persevere in 
the attempt to settle Jews in new lands. 
They have formed a new organiza- 
tion, which will not be antagonistic 
to the Zionist one, but will work 
toward securing practical resyits now, 
without waiting for the realigation of 
the admittedly all-but-impossibie 
dream of a Palestine restored to the 
Hebrew race. 

In answer to the assertion that Jews 
are but ill-adapted to the rough life on 
the outposts of i civilizati it is 
pointed out that this comment is made 
by people who do not trouble to famil- 
larize themselves with the varied ele- 
ments inthe stream of Jewish emigra- 
tion. It contains farmers and artisans, 
herdsmen and ex-soldiers, miners and 
laborers, who are well qualified for 
pioneer work, and who would form ihe 
nucleus of a population to which others 
might be addeq as the scheme of cols- 
nization developed. Furthermore, the 
danger is pointed out that the stream 
of Jewish emigration to great cities, 
where the newcomers press into Jew- 
ish communities already o wded, 
is bound eventually to lead te difficul- 
ties, even with such free. enlightened 
and generous governments as those of 
Great Britain and the United Stateg. 
The only real remedy is to acquire for 
the people compelled by remorseless 
persecution to find new homesa, a ter- 
ritory which may be as nearly as pos- 
sible their own.

An Emancipated State.

Therefore, the news 
that Prince Nicholas of Montenegro has 
published two edicts, creating a: pariia- 
ment and permitting lWMberty of the 
press, is of much interest to the world 
at large. There has been no rebellion 
to force this concession; it is simply a 
sign of the times—a sign of thé prog- 
ress of modern ideas steadily trending 
toward democracy and . There 
has grown up, even in podr and tiny 
and rocky Montenegro, a new genera- 
tion of men who have traveled abroad 
and have itmb@bed sentiments at vari- 
ance with. the.old. simple patri 
system of government. So thé ruler 
of the Balkan state has quietly, and

To Learn Japanese. 

British army officers in India are to 
be encouraged to learn the Japanese 
language. Each year three speciaily 
selected officers are to be sent to Japan 
to undergo a course of study. They will 
travél at the expense of their govern- 
ment, and will continue to draw full 
military pay and allowances. After 
four months in the country, a prelim!- 
nary examination will be held to dscer- 
tain the likelihood of the candidate at- 
taining reasonable proficiency in the 
language within the time limit of two 
years. Any officer falling to pase this 
test will be at once required to rejoin 
his regiment in India. A second ezam- 
ination will be held at the end of 
twelve months’ residence in Japan, and 
again any officer failing to come yp to 
the standard required will be recalled 
to routine duty. During the last month 
in Japan, each officer still continuing 
the course will present himeelf for fina! 
examination, and will be entitled 46 a 
liberal cash reward if he comes suc- 
ceaffully through the ordeal. Already 
many Japanese officers have a thorough 
knowledge of the English language 
Dut this is the first step taken toward 
reciprocity in the linguistic line. |

Near San Francisco, 


Father Honcharenko and His 
Struggle for Liberty. 


Vain Endeavors to Suppress 
Him and His Paper. 

(SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
On the sloping hills back of Hay- 
werds, not twenty-five miles from San 
Francieco, hid away in an almost in- 


accessible cafion, one of the chief rev- 
olutionary movements of Russia hae its 


center. The plece is the seat 
of publication of the Cvoboia 
or liberty; a reyolutionary oF 


perhaps it would better be called an 
evolutionary organ, whose attacks are 
directed chiefly egainet the Russicn 
church. Smuggied as best it can be 
inte Russia, the most determined et- 
tacks of the Caar and the procurator 
of the holy synod of the great Russian 
church have failed to secure ite sup- 
,The editor of the paper, the 
head and chieftain of the movement 
which it inspires, is Father Agapius 
Honcharenko, once high in authority 
in the Russian church, and an ambas- 
sador from the imperial court of St. 
Petersburg to that of Athens. Today 
@ refugee and exile from home and 
country, 5000 rubies in good Russian 
coin will be paid for his death, while 
Siberia and Saghalien awals his fol- 
lowers. 
In a bold, round hand on the door 
of the tiny cottage, where Father Hon- 
charenho lives, ls written the one sen- 


enge on the wolves that devour 
the lambs.” 


Father Honcharenko ie not «4 
Nihilist, and indignantly denies tue 
title. “The Nihilist movement,” said 
he, “promises nothing for Russia,” 

This fact is patent to every one &c- 
quainted with Russia, and with Rue- 
sian révolutionary movements. Wil- 
liam H. Dixon, in his book on free 
Russia, tells a siory which aptly char- 
acterizes the whole movement. He 
says: “One month some noisy meet- 
ings of these young men took place. 
The Emperor heard of them, and sent 
for Trepoff, his first master af volice, 
under whom the police had become al! 
but popular. 

“What do these students went?’ His 
Majesty began. 

“Two things,’ replied the master, 
‘bread and meat’ 

“ ‘Bread?’ replied His Majesty. 
said the master, ‘many af them are 
poor, with empty beilies, active brains 
and taucy tongues.’ 

° "What can be done for the poor 

we. 

“‘A few purses, sire, will keep them 
quiet—20,000 rubles now, end promise 
of a yearly grant to poor students.’ 

“‘Let it gaid the Emperor.” 

“In my thirty years’ experience 
among these revolutionary peopie,” 
continued Father Hon harenko, “I can 
really : ‘They want bread and 
meat.’ hey are fellowes with 
many pretenses. hey want to live 
in palaces, to be doctors, teachers, in- 
ventors, leaders; without having the 


ability; to have easy liv as priests 
and kings. Give them « re of the 
booty, and they will. be quiet. The 


future of Russia lies In evolution, not 
revolution. Its people must be edu- 
cated. The power of the church must 
be broken. Russia must be brought 
in contact with the outer world. Force 
can accomplish nothing, é@ducation ev- 
erything. The Czar is a little idies 
but to eaesassinate him will do no good. 
It is the system which must be de- 
stroyed.” 

The iife of Father Honcharenko has 
been mosd varied, and in the great af- 
fairs of his age he has played no minor 
part. Born seventy-four years ago 
in Kiev. In Russia, he was educated 
for the church. His talents soon 
caused him to be drawn into diplomatic 
service, and he was placed in charge 
of the Russian Legation at Athens. 
There he became interested in the 
Kolokol, or the Bell, a Rusian paper 
printed in Lendon, and having for its 
object the emancipation of the serfs. 
He began to correspond secretly for 
the paper, denouncing the ecclesiastical 
system of Ruesia, the immorality of 
the clergy. the blighting effect of 
monastic Christianity in Rusela, 
depkting without mercy the condi- 
tlon the serfs upon the church es- 
tate he whole of Rustia was in «4 
furore over the articles. The teen- 
tloueness of the clergy. their greed, 
injustice, end creelty, were treated 
with no sparing terms. With every 
leeue of the Kolokol, a new article 
appeared, demanding the abolition of 
monacticism in Russia, and the divi- 
sion of monastic estates among the 
serfs of the church. The church de- 
manded of the government that no ef- 
fort should be spared in finding and 
punishing thelr author. Russiane the 
whole world over were shadowed. 
Finally. Fathre Honcharenko was 
espied dropping a letter to well-known 


enemies of the govermnent, 
who were supposed to be connected 
with the Koloekol. In half an hour the 


priest was a prisonér on board a Rus- 
sian man-of-War, bound for Constami- 
nople, where he wes thrown into «4 
Rusetan prison. 

Meanwihie the efforts of the Koloko! 
had been successful, and the whole 
world was applauding the Czar’s proc- 
lamation freeing the serfs. A brighter 
day for Russia seemed to be dawning. 
Powerful English influences were set 
at work to secure Father Honcharenko's 
releage. A prominent Englishman in 
Constantinople asking Honcharenko’s 
Offense, his jailer replied, pointing to 
a picture of Alexander II, who had 
freed the serfs, “Their offense was the 
same." The influences brought to 
cure his release were finally success- 
ful, and with the connivance of the 
officer In charge of the tall. a Jew was 
allowed to visit him. carrying a fu!! 
Turkish costume. Dreesed in this. 
Father Honcharenko walked out of 
rison, and finally meade his way to 

ndon. There he worked upon the 
Kolokol, but the paper had accom- 
plished ite and soon discon- 
tinued publication. Of all those who 
contributed to thie historic paper. 
Father Honcharenko is the only one 
living today. 

From London, Father Honcharenko 
went to Athens. Among his most prised 

jones is little sirip of parch- 
ment, conferring upon him the gift 
of Athenian citisenehip. and given to 
him at this time as a recognition of 
the rt he had pepes in securing the 
abolition Of serfdom in Russia. rom 
Athens he again returned to London. 
where he @et Joseph Mazzini, the Ita!- 
jan patriot, and the prophet of Italian 
ynity and independence. Magzini gave 
him letter@ to relatives In New York. 
and Pather Moncharenko set eall for 
this country. 

If one should visit the ome of the 
lonély priest in the quiet Hayward 
hills, the door will be opened not by 
Father Honcherenko himself. -but by a 
pretty black-eyed woman, whose fea- 
tures plainly portray the ancestfy of 
sunny Italy. Mazzinie lerter marked 
the beginning of eae pretty romance 
which culminated when Father Hon- 
eharenko lead the niece of the famous 
Traliam patriot to the altar. It ts the 
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he frankly confesses that he was 
worth no more. He later learned to 
set type. Writing to a friend of his 
experience, he closed with a significant 
sentence illustrative of the whole char- 
acter of the man. “Tribelations are 
my distinction,” he wrote, “and 
poverty my From type 
case he went into the employment uf 
the Arnerican Bible Society, reading 
proof upon the Slavonic, Bulgarian, 
and Arabian editions of their pub- 
lications. Throughout this whole 
period he continued his attacks upon 
‘the Russian church and the Russian 
political system.

New York. Here Father Honcharenko 
forbade the worship of tmages. Fear- 
ing the spread of the heresy and wish- 
ing to destroy Father Honcharenko's 
influence, the Russian govermment of- 
fered to build and support a church

His life has been at- 
tempted, his buildings burned, the few 
animals from whose labor he wrests 
a meager living poisoned. Canards of 
the blackest and most atrocious char- 
acter have been circulated both alnst 
himeelf and his wife. Throw alb 
Honcharenko has remained human, 
kindly, gentle. The only trace of his 
experience is to be seen In a certain 
nervousness of manner, an extreme 
caution, an unexpected and wary re- 
serve. 

Honcharenko is a notable character, 


ihdwever, not onlv in the history of 


Russia, but In the history of the Pa- 
cific Coast, as well. He gave to the 
world the first information of the pres- 
ence of 4 in pay quantities in 
Alaska. rough subsidies granted. bv 
Secretary Seward soon after the pur- 
chase of Alaska, Honcharenko was en- 
abled to start a paper devoted to the 
explaitation of the resources of Alasia.

‘SPANIARDS SALUTE. 


Anniversary of the Writing of “Star 
Spangled Banner” Occasion for 
Fiag Raising. 

When Sir Francie Scott Key wrote 
“The Star Spangied Banner” just nine- 
ty-one years ago yesterday, he could 
hardly, in his finest imagining, have 
conjured up the spectacie of the little 
dark-eyed Spanish girls of the Presby- 
fterilan Mission School of Los Angeles 
celebrating the birthday of his song 
sO many years after. In this celebra- 
tion on Macy street the banner that 
the poet immortalized was presented 
to the school. 

Those lovers of the flag, the members 
of Stanton Relief Corps, were the do- 
nors, and as ite stars and stripes un- 
folded to the breeze, lifted by the rev- 
erent hands of Maj. E. B. Powell, the 
little sefioritas sang a salute, and ther 
in their own Nquid tongue burst out in 
“America.” 

Last spring it was noted by the pa- 
triotic Instructor of the Stanton W.R.C., 
Mra. Ferdinand Wheeler,. that the 
Spanish school, whose pupils were 
learning about the flag, only 
one tiny “Stare and Stripes." So she 
set about procuring a large one for 
them, and the Relief Corps members, 
though they did not sew the stripes to- 
gether as dig the famous eBtsy Ross, 
collected the money to buy @ fine ban- 
ner to float over these little Spanish- 
American citizens. 

Touching and patriotic exercises 
marked the presentation, the Invocation 
being pronounced by Rev. D,.A. Matta 
of the Spanish Presbyterian Church. 

Miss Boone, for twenty-one years the 
teacher and guardian angel of the 
school, made the remarks. Mrs. Ferdi- 
nand Wheeler spoke beautifully of the 
day, and Mrs. Joseph Coleman, preai- 
dent of the Stanton Corps, told the chil- 
dren the meaning of a relief corps. 

An eloquent eddress was made by 
Maj. Powell on.the flag. Mra. J. D.
